Speak at Church

C!ol. Dean Hess of the USAF 
will he speaker for the Men's 
Fellowship dinner tonight at 
6:30 in First Christian Church 
of Torranre. About, 125 men of 
the church will meet in Friend­ 
ship. Hall to become better ac­ 
quainted with newer members. 
Col. Hess, author of the book, 
"Battle Hymn," from which the 
motion picture was made, is also 
an ordained minister in the 
Christian Church. He flew more 
than .'500 combat, missions in two 
wars, but he is best known for 
his part in HHVJMK the lives of 
hundreds of Korean orphans and 
establishment, of an orphanage 
on the island of Cheju.

How Col. Hews was able to 
evacuate 1080 Korean orphan* 
from Seoul before it was captur­ 
ed by Communists was one of 
the miracles of the Korean War. 

I This so-called "Operation Kiddy 
| Car" and the subsequent care of 
these orphans has made Col. 
Hess one of the great, heroes of 
our time.

"Soul and Body' Sermon Subject
The Relationship, or lack of 

it, between Soul and body will 
be discussed in the lesson-Ser­ 
mon "Soul and Body" to be read 
in all Christian Science churches 
Sunday.

Referring to the mortal body, 
the Golden Text from II Co­ 
rinthians (5:1» states, "We know 
that, if our earthly house of this 
tabernacle were dissolved, we 
have a building of God, an house 
not made with hands, eternal in 
the heavens."

Other references in the Lesson 
continue the analogy of the real 
temple (body) as God's reflec­ 
tion. An instance of healing is 
taken from the Gospel of Luke 
where Jesus healed a man. 
"which had a spirit of an un­

clean devil." Luke describes the 
healing, "And Jesus rebuked 
him, saying. Hold thy peace, and 
come out of him. And when the 
devil had thrown him in the 
midst, he came out of him, and 
hurt him not." (33, 35).

Tn "Science and Health with 
Key to the Scriptures by Mary 
Raker Kridy, the sermon is fur­ 
ther- developed with the state­ 
ment, "Knowing that Soul and 
its attributes were forever man­ 
ifested through man, the Master 
healed the sick, gave sight to 
the blind, hearing to the deaf, 
feet to the lame, thus bringing 
to light the scientific action of 
the divine Mind on human minds 
and bodies and giving a better 
understanding of Soul and sal­ 
vation".
